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Safety Views and News 
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Management men gathered in Chicago not long ago for an American Man- 
agement Association meeting on personnel problems and techniques. Some of the points 
they kicked around have a pretty direct bearing on safety work: 


Programs for training supervisors in human relations aren’t paying off, according 
to Theodore Hariton, Psychological Corp, N.Y. If gaining knowledge were the criterion, 
industry could be well satisfied, he said: in that respect, most programs are deliver- 
ing good results. But training programs should be measured in terms of 1) employee 
morale, 2) productivity. And on these bases, there is no evidence that they are suc- 
cessful. Best way to make them work, says Hariton: Get top management support; 
give supervisors both opportunity and motivation to produce beneficial changes. 


Looking over workers’ shoulders isn’t the way to get best work, says H. E. 
Lunken, v.p. of Lunkheimer Co. University of Michigan research has backed him up. 
Its findings: The supervisor who keeps a close watch on details gets poorer production than 
the boss who holds the reins more loosely. Recommendations for better production: 
1) general supervision, rather than detailed supervision; 2) participating management, 
instead of authoritative management. 


Personnel staff operations can—and should—be budgeted, claims, Dr. Yale 
Yoder, Industrial Relations Center, University of Minnesota. The fact that less than 
20% of 340 respondents to a national survey operated on budgets reflects small staffs; new 
programs; inexperience, budget-wise, of personnel men. Survey findings: Adminis- 
trative costs are up, though the biggest expenditures — health, services, benefits, — 
have been cut. Average ’52 earnings for top personnel executives were $11,300 ($9,- 
500 base salary plus $1,800 in supplements.) Personnel staff members to employees 
ratio averaged .63 per 100. Average cost per employee of the whole industrial relations 
program is about $55.21, 2.8 cents per hour. “ | 


We all have an inherent aggressive, hostile drive. The reason, most often, that 
employee relations programs flop, is that they fail to neutralize this factor. That’s the 
opinion of Dr. W. C. Menninger, The Menninger Foundation, Topeka. What’s needed, 
he says, are personnel men who are able to provide emotional first-aid stations: They 
have to be psychiatrists somewhat. Basedon military experience, Menninger says 
your best bet to produce effective workers is sound leadership: with it, even maladjusted 
men can go a long way. 


U. S. Public Health Service has come up with another addition to training-film 
bibliographies. Entitled Occupational Health and Related Motion Pictures, Film Strips 
and Slides, it includes about 100 titles under 30 subject headings. Copies are free on 
request from: Division of Occupational Health, USPHS, Federal Security Agency, 
Washington 25, D.C. 


The Institute of Industrial Medicine of New York University — Bellevue 
Medical Center is planning a two-week course in industrial dical practice and medical 
aspects of workmen’s compensation, May 11-23. It’s primarily for physicians, but 
many of the sessions will be of real value to safety men too. A symposium on work- 
men’s compenastion law; discussions of medical needs in plants of varying sizes, ex- 
aminations and placement, statistics, air pollution, medical care plans: these are some 
of the general-interest subjects to be covered.

Here is a guide to follow in 


Keeping Your Water Lines Clear 


WHEN A FIRE BREAKS OUT in your plant your automatic 
sprinkler must work! Generally it will: occasionally 
systems misfire and the blaze continues. Here’s how 
your troubles may start and how to apply the fix—re- 
moving obstructions in the piping before your plant 
becomes a fire casualty. 

Foreign materials in pipes, valves and sprinkler heads, 
things like pipe-scale, mud, sand, stones, cinders, and 
chips of wood, can reduce or completely plug water- 
flow. When the first of the sprinklers to open in a fire 
is plugged, fire spreads uncontrolled to open a larger 
number of heads. This induces a heavier storm of water 
than needed to douse the fire. Your equipment and 
materials are damaged needlessly by both this water 
and the fire. Also, the foreign material is carried from 
the larger mains to the smaller mains, occasionally over- 
taxing the water supplies. 

What caused your system to block? Probably, one or 
more of these causes: 1) Failure of your contractor to 
flush it clean before calling the job okay. 2) Inade- 


quately protected fire pump suctions. 3) Carelessness 
in repairing or repainting your water tanks. 4) Suction 
of water into the system from open private reservoirs. 
5) Corrosion of pipes within the system—this usually 
occurs more frequently in dry-pipe systems. 

Most of the time your clogged lines can be unplugged 
by flushing the pipes. If this won’t work, you have the 
expense of disassembly repairs on your hands. Flushing 
should be done only by well qualified workers. If you 
get a contractor to do the job, be sure he is reliable. His 
trained men will have the flushing equipment and 
know-how to follow the methods acceptable to your 
insurance company. 

You should suspect sprinkler trouble if you observe: 
blockages when the system is opened for repairs and 
changes; badly discolored water during drain tests at 
sprinkler risers; foreign material in the impellers of 
your centrifugal fire pumps, dry-pipe valves and check 
valves.

To get clinkers out of 

your sprinkler pipes, use the 
methods pictured above. Apply 
them as indicated and you're 


assured that your extinguishing 
system won't let you down 
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Before you start investigating your system: 

1) Notify your insurance company that you intend 
to shut off the sprinklers—shut them down on a day 
when operations are stopped, if possible. 

2) Place plenty of portable extinguishers in the area 
where the sprinklers are shut off. 

3) Shut the control valve tight and completely drain 
the system before removing any sprinkler fitting or 
disconnecting any pipes. 

4) Make sure all drain valves are open and the air 
pressure in the dry-pipe system is released. 


5) Cover all stock and machinery with water-proof 
materials or provide pails under fittings to prevent 
water damage in areas where flow testing or flushing 
is to be done. 

To find out fast whether flushing or other repairs are 
needed: 

e First investigate dry-pipe sprinkler piping—each 
dry-pipe valve should be thoroughly cleaned and reset 
each year. If this piping contains mud or foreign ma- 
terial other than pipe scale, probably the wet-pipe 
system fed by the same water supply will also contain 
similar material. 

e Check branch lines at ends of systems, feed mains, 
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TIME-SAVER for inspections and 
flushing is this piping modifica- 
tion: replace elbow (left) at end 
of cross main with 2” nipple and 
cap (right).

and some cross-mains in your basement and first stor- 
ies—don’t forget to examine some piping on each 
upper story. 

e You can usually examine branch lines and cross 
mains, by backing them out of fittings, removing the 
end elbows, and then disconnecting them in the middle 
of the run. The interior of pipe 2 inches and larger can 
be inspected by means of a flashlight. You can see into 
about 20 feet of pipe in this way. 

Any piping badly or completely blocked with coarse 
materiai—hard scale, cinders or gravel—must be taken 
apart to guarantee removal of all the material. If you 
find only soft silt or a small amount of finely divided 
rust which will easily pass through the sprinkler open- 
ings, don’t bother to flush. But if you find enough ma- 
terial to block several sprinklers or the piping, you’re 
in for a complete flush job. 

If pipe scale shows internal or external signs of rust- 
ing, thoroughly clean a section of the pipe to see if it 
has been seriously weakened. You’ll have to replace all 
weakened pipe. 

Make a flow test where you can’t spot blockages with 
a flashlight. Attach a 1” rubber hose and a gate valve 
to the piping. Use 2%” cotton, rubber-lined, drain hose. 
You can tell what is blocking the line if you attach a 
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burlap bag securely to the end of the drain or flowing 
outlets to catch all the material that gushes out. 

Flush the sprinkler piping progressively—from the 
yard mains, sprinkler riser, feed mains and finally the 
branch mains. Work from the bottom of your building 
up to the higher floors. Flush the branch line of, each 
story after flushing the feed and cross mains in that 
story. Finish one story at a time. 

You may force a mixture of air and water into the 
branch lines to wash the deposits back into the larger 
pipes and out the drain connection or other opening at 
the base of the riser. Use this method, however, only 
after checking with your insurance company’s inspec- 
tion department. 

Successful flushing requires a strong flow of water 
into the pipes to move silt, scale and other blockages. 
The following table lists the water flow needed for pipe 
flushing:

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ONE BRIGHT DAY LAST ApRIL, 30 men and 
women dressed in work clothes appeared at 
the front door of a County orphan’s home 
just outside a small Ohio town.

They marched right in and began sanding 
floors, painting woodwork, repairing chairs, 
patching plaster, painting walls, putting in 
new screens, and laying linoleum. They 
were giving their own time, labor, and 
money to spruce up some badly run-down 
dormitories at the orphan’s home. And 
when they were through, they added a 
party for the children, with music, games, 
and plenty to eat.

Moral of user experience seems to be: 


TRY TO RAM FOOD DOWN a youngster’s throat and he won’t 
take it—even if he’s starving. Put it in front of him, 
give him a selection: he’ll lap it up. The same thing 
holds true in employee communications. That’s what 
accounts for the sudden, meteoric rise in popularity of 
information racks. By putting literature that they want 
read on a cafeteria basis—instead of serving it up with- 
out a choice—industrial relations men are getting bene- 
fits they never dreamed possible a few years ago. 


General Motors pioneered the technique of book racks. 
Just a few years back, there were only three industrial 
employers (GM, Western Electric, DuPont) using them. 
Today, according to estimates of two book-rack services 
—National Research Bureau, Chicago, and Good Read- 
ing Rack Service, N.Y.—upwards of 1,700 companies 
have included them in their communications systems. 
GM’s experience will give you a good idea why: 


After a three-month trial run with a dozen racks in 
1948, GM employee-relations men questionnaired work- 
ers in the five test plants. Their findings: acceptance 
was immediate and unmistakable. In addition to an- 
swering the specific questions asked, better than half 
the workers added laudatory comments. On this basis 
GM went ahead with a program that now adds up to 
better than 1,300,000 copies a month. Why? They found 
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If You Want It Read, 


that you can’t beat book-racks for doing two jobs: 

e High readership. The key to success of a book- 
rack is that it’s completely voluntary. Assuming that 
the quality of the material in it is high, that it’s present- 
ed in an attractive package, acceptance is unbeatable. 
To further remove the stigma of company propaganda 
from booklets, most companies don’t even imprint their 
names on the covers.. GM still does. 

e Take-home bonus. With rare exceptions, com- 
pany-issued literature doesn’t get beyond the plant gate. 
Material from information-racks does. 

Objectives of the program, which GM and most other 
users feel are being gained, are about what you’d expect 
from a good communications method: Keeping em- 
ployees well informed on the economic facts of life; 
reducing absenteeism, improving personal health and 
hygiene; building morale and good-will for the com- 
pany. In short, the racks develop the habit of looking 
to the company for reliable information. 

@ To do the job takes a well-balanced roster of titles. 
GM material falls into six categories: company inform- 
ation (10%); home and family (23%); health and safety 
(14%); technical and mechanical (5%); economic and 
social (35%); inspirational (13%).

political controversy. The least bit of bias can stab the 
program’s stock in trade: a reputation for reliable in- 
formation. The only positive rule GM enforces on book 
selectors is that material must be of real interest to a 
high percentage of employees. Naturally, they want to 
get their message across. But that doesn’t mean that 
booklets on hobbies, child-care and the like are mere 
candy-coating. They are the entree into workers’ homes. 
These extra-curricular books are the ones that build the 
habit of stopping by the book racks. As another 
habit-builder, some information-rack users buy up pub- 
lishers’ over-runs of popular monthly magazines (for 
about six cents each) and add them to their booklet 
stocks. And if How to Buy a Used Car disappears from 
the rack in three days while copies of Your Teeth: How 
To Keep Them are still there after a week, users think 
they’re still getting better distribution than they would 
by any other communications channel. 


One of the beauties of the information-rack program is 
that it’s just as practical for a small plant as for a large 
one. Except for the charges on the racks themselves 
—they run between $15 and $50 dollars, depending on 
size—you pay only for the number of copies you need 
to supply your work force. While afew companies produce 
some of their own literature, General Motors is the only 
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outfit handling the entire job itself. Just about all 
others users find it easier, far less expensive to buy 
them from an outside service. Cost per booklet aver- 
ages out at about five cents: individual pieces range 
from four to six cents. National Research figures that 
350 booklets per month is about right for 100 employees. 
This ratio holds true until you get up to around 400 
workers in a plant: from there on, the ratio of copies 
per worker drops until at a 1,000 employee plant, it 
should hit about 2.5 to 1. A good acceptance rate is 
between 40% and 50% per item: experience shows that 
if you put out many more copies of a subject, they’ll still 
be there when you come around to refill. 


Best guarantees of moving your book-rack stock are: 
1) good-traffic locations for the racks (in cafeteria, 
near time-clocks, lounges, etc.); 2) addition of new titles 
every week to 10 days. It’s a simple matter to tell how 
popular the information-rack is: just count the number 
of copies remaining after a week. Reading-rack experts 
say that you’ll probably see an unusually high accep- 
tance rate when the service is new. After the novelty 
wears off, the rate will drop a little; then you can 
estimate your needs pretty closely. Whatever the pick- 
up rate, you can safely assume that it’s a fair indication 
of readership as well: not many copies wind up in 
waste baskets or on locker-room floors.

If it’s 
for permanent assignment to a department, the center 
equips it for the specific job to be done, delivers it. If 
it’s only a temporary assignment, a pick-up is arranged. 
In any case, the right ladder is provided in top-notch 
condition. 

When the job is done, the ladder is returned to the 
center for inspection, repair and storage. Ladders on 
permanent assignment get regular inspections. In or 
out of the ladder center, every ladder is checked: no 
danger of damaged equipment that way. 


Take a look at the center’s operating procedure. See 
if it doesn’t make sense for your ladder safety program. 
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Here is how Atlantic’s 


ladder center operates: 


PURCHASES for all departments are made by the ladder 
center. They’re delivered there for distribution. Before 
they go out, the ladders get: 

@ Inspection, to make sure they are flawless. 

© Treatment for preservation. First an immersion in 
a water-repellent material. Then, after thorough drying, 
two coats of spar varnish. 

© Identification of the department to which they are 
issued. A yellow band, 10” long and the full width of 
the rail is painted on the inside of each rail. Department 
name and a date—six months after the current date— 
are stenciled over it. 

@ Fitting for the job to be done includes proper 
ladder shoes and a 10-foot length of 34” hemp line for 
lashing the ladder top securely. 

© Recording the serial number of the Jkdder and its 

destination is the last step before delivery. The center 
keeps a complete record of all ladders, a valuable guide 
to performance measurement. 
INSPECTIONS are conducted at minimum intervals of six 
months. Ladder center inspectors are responsible for 
seeing that no ladder goes unchecked beyond this period. 
When they pass muster, the ladders’ date stencil is re- 
placed by a new one, post-dated six months. If the date 
on the ladder has been passed, its use is prohibited. 
Any such ladders must be inspected and re-stenciled 
before they can be used. The inspector sees to it that 
ladders are properly stored in each location. 

In addition to the six-month check, ladders that go 
out for temporary use are examined every time they 
are returned to the center. And the center’s truck is 
available to make pick-ups for repairs of any ladder in 
the refinery at any time. 

STORAGE AND REPAIRS are handled in the wire-walled 
center. Racks are provided to avoid warping. Any lad- 
der that has been condemned by an inspector, and those 
broken and reported by department supervisors, are re- 
turned to the center for repairs. It’s up to the ladder 
experts to decide whether they can be patched up safely 
or whether they must be discarded. 

CONTROL of ladder application rests with the ladder 
center too. When a foreman requisitions a ladder, he 
gets the type best suited for the work to be done. And 
if he wants to build a special ladder for some job, he 
has to get permission from the general carpenter fore- 
man—the man in charge of the ladder center—before 
he can go ahead with it. Then his home-made ladder or 
platform is inspected before it can be used. 

With this kind of a system, the refinery saves money 
all along the line: Purchasing through a single office is 
more efficient, permits best evaluation of various types. 
By having every ladder pass through the center’s exam- 
ination between assignments, chances for dangerous 
flaws to develop are minimized. And, in the center 
or out, every ladder gets a going over at six-month 
intervals.

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Do You Know 


Your Compensation Law? 





Third of a series 


Since the little things that are said 
—or unsaid—in a workman’s compen- 
sation statute can make a big differ- 
ence when a case on it comes up for 
settlement, OccuPATIONAL HAazarps 
started this series of analyses last 
month. If your company is engaged 
in interstate commerce—as most are 
—you’ll want to check all of the laws. 
The first part, in the February issue, 
covered the acts of Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas and California. Last month, 
the laws of Colorado, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Florida and Georgia were 
discussed. This month we cover five 
more. Future installments will take 
each state, in alphabetical order, and 
point out the places its workmen’s 
compensation act varies from the 
norm. 


To arrive at a norm, OH legal editor 
Richard F. Gonda made up a basic 
act. It’s simply an arbitrarily plotted 
outline of what most compensation 
acts entail. You’ll find it in the first 
part of this article. Dig it up and hang 
onto it: all state laws yet to be dis- 
cussed will be compared with this 
starting point. As another kind of 
yardstick, you'll find the manual 
premium rates for four occupational 
categories—the same four in each 
case—listed for each state. 
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IF YOU DO BUSINESS IN 
IDAHO... 


e Coverage excludes those employed by charitable organizations, indiv- 
iduals not working for pecuniary gain, members of the employer’s family 
living in his house, and airmen (pilots, mechanics, or members of the... 
crew engaged in navigation of aircraft while under way.) "A 
e Disease coverage is limited to eleven enumerated occupational di- 
seases, none others. 

As in most jurisdictions, the employer must provide the injured 
employee with reasonable medical, surgical, and hospital services, in- 
cluding such things as crutches, nursing, etc. The employer’s liability is 
limited to the prevailing rates in the community. Physicians’ charges are 
subject to approval of the compensation board. 

e Acts of God, as viewed by the Idaho courts, could be construed as 
even less liberal than most of the other states. Usually, if the workman 
is exposed to a greater danger than others in the same locality, the in- 
jury will be compensated; but where the risk is no greater than that to 
which the general public is exposed, there is no compensation. In Wells 
v. Robinson Construction Co. (16 P.2d 1059), a highway worker claimant 
was struck by lightning while holding metal plow handles. He claimed 
his job required him to use the plow in the lightning storm, while the 
other people exposed to this weather were not required to take this 
additional risk. He said his risk was increased, but the Idaho Supreme 
Court said it wasn’t: his claim was denied. 

e Manual rates for four selected occupational categories: Bakeries— 
$.84; iron foundries—$2.26; machine shops—$1.47; masonry—$2.54. 


ILLINOIS... 


e Coverage applies to all public and private employment except: do- 
mestic help, city officials, and firemen in cities over 200,000 population. 
e Statutory defenses as such are denied employers. Not even intoxica- 
tion or the intent of the employee to injure himself or another are 
admissable. Nevertheless, there are a few cases which held that if the 
employee so completely incapacitates himself that he is unable to have 
any idea of what he is doing, compensation for the injury under these 
conditions will be denied. This occurred when an intoxicated taxi driver 
was sent to pick up a fare and was found some hours later dead in an 
elevator of a warehouse on the other side of the town. 

The award to an injured employee under 16 and illegally employed 
is increased 50% by the statute. And any frivolous proceedings or un- 
reasonable delay on the part of the employer will increase the compensa- 
tion to the employee by 50%. 

As in most states, the employee has the right of recovery only under 
the compensation act: he may not disregard the act and sue for damages. 
The only exception is the illegally employed minor who may properly 
elect to sue for damages if he so chooses within’ six months after the 
injury.

Cost for the shop, including elec- 
trical work was $40,724, or $1.27 per 
square foot. Largest items in these 
costs were the packagéd air-condi- 
tioning units for the office, the com- 
pressor and motor, the condenser, 
sheetmetal work, coils, valves, and 
installation.

e 2) Year-round plant cleanli- 
ness. Rotor Tool turns out small 
highly finished metal parts. Having 
to keep tolerances within close 
limits, the dust, moisture and rust 
which formerly handicapped oper- 
ations have been eliminated. 

e 3) Freedom from temperature 


changes. In the old plant these 
caused a difference in the measure- 
ment of machined parts from day to 
day. Machined parts are now kept 
to tolerances of .0003 inch with 
greatly reduced tool resetting time. 

Additional gains: High grade em- 
ployees—tough to find in labor- 
scarce industrial areas—were at- 
tracted to the clean, modern plant. 
Fewer workers are absent with 
colds. Workers with sinus trouble 
and asthma say they feel more com- 
fortable while at work. Morale of 
all personnel has been boosted. 

The system works like this: Outside 
air comes through the roof intake 
and is mixed in a large duct cham- 
ber with recirculating air from the 
plant. The mixture then goes 
through a filter where dirt particles 
are removed from the air electro- 
statically. Pulled by a large fan, the 
air then passes through cooling coils. 
In summer this cooled air then 
flows into the factory. In winter 
some of the air is by-passed in the 
natural gas heating furnace before 
it reaches the factory ducts. Heat 
is taken from the cooling coils by 
the refrigeration system. The office 
air conditioning is provided by two 
separate packaged air-conditioning 
units (5 and 7% horsepower each) 
with two sets of ducts and thermo- 
stats. This makes the office air-con-

A YEAR AGO, Akron Standard Mold Co. toted up five 
lost-time eye flash injuries.

Father of the cart is Fred Hallbrook, a production 
welder. He submitted the idea through the plant sug- 
gestion system, then built it. 

When not in use as a repair unit the cart is used to 
weld small parts in the mechanical mold shop. It guar- 
antees that the protective screens will not be forgotten. 
They are part of the cart. Included in the cart is a 
complete work bench and electric welding unit. 

The caster-mounted steel bench has a machine 
ground working surface. That helps prevent distortion 
of parts being welded. Below it is a storage shelf, run-

ning to the rear of the cart beyond the sheet-metal 
screen. This shelf projection is used to mount an 180 
amp welder, bolted in place on rubber pads to reduce 
noise and vibration. The cart push-bar is welded to 
the end of the shelf. A hose stowage rack is welded to 
the push-bar. It keeps loose hose from rambling under- 
foot. 

The booth is fitted with a flexible work light, six weld- 
ing-rod racks, two face-shield brackets—even a job 
clip-board. Welder and work light are plugged into 
convenient power outlets: they’re scattered throughout 
the shop. Ground cable of the welder is attached to the 
push-bar with a C-clamp. 

Mounted on 4-inch metal wheels, the unit is steered 
by the two wheels closest to the push-bar: they pivot.

The work of six floors is almost 
entirely run from a push-button 
panel on the fifth floor. None of the 
buttons function if the dust control 
system is out. Reason for the rigid 
dust control: 

e Production of flour-like dust, 
created by brewing. It would spread 
over the entire neighborhood of the 
plant if not collected. 

e Neighborhood relations: the 
brewery is located in the middle of 
a large residential section. A hos- 
pital adjoins the plant. 

e Duquesne considers cleanliness 
essential for the good public rela- 


tions it stimulates by plant tours. 

There’s a money angle too: out of 
every carload of grain that comes 
into the plant (daily consumption 
runs better than 160,000 pounds), 
the collectors trap 500 pounds of 
grain dust.

NEW SAFETY CHAMPION in the electrical equipment in- 
dustry is the Sunbury, Pa., plant of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp.’s TV-Radio Division. New world’s record: 
15,040,000 manhours. 

Hours don’t mean much? Alright, look at it this way: 
for the past two years the plant has carried a workmen’s 
compensation premium rate of $0.00 per $100 of payroll; 
for three years before that, the rate was one penny per 
$100. Compared with other Westinghouse plant’s Sun- 
bury’s savings amount to about $100,000 in benefit sav- 
ings. They’re roughly two-and-a-half times that figure 
if you compare the plant with industry in general. That 
kind of money will buy a lot of steak, even today. 

Actually, the photos don’t tell the whole story (although 
they pick out most of the gimmicks that you might be 
able to lift for your own use.) There’s 11 years’ work 
in that safety record. It started in the planning stages, 
before the first machine was even spotted: lavout and 
placement of equipment was subject to safety depart- 
ment scrutiny. From there, safety men went into 
methods, education, training. As workers came into the 
plant, they were practically brought-up in safe practices. 
And every job in the whole place was safety engi- 
neered: a code for protective garb, safeguards, testing 
and operation covers each one. Result: an 1l-year fre- 
quency rate of 0.35; nine lost-time injuries in 25,000,000 
manhours of exposure.

Fatal Heart Attack 
Followed Light Work 


GERTRUDE RICHARDSON sought com- 
pensation for her husband’s death. 
It occurred while he was working 
for the Faust Band Saw Mill. 

Richardson worked on a two man 
stacking crew: one stands on the 
lumber pile to receive the sawed 
product as it is taken from a wagon, 
the ground man (Richardson) uses 
a jack to assist in lifting. The jack 
is a five-foot piece of iron or steel 
about four inches wide, an inch 
thick, weighing 36 pounds. It is used 
as a lever to help hoist the lumber. 

The work Richardson had been 
doing the morning of his death was 
relatively light. The planks were 
cottonwood — considerably lighter 
than oak or hickory which they often 
stacked. The wagons were slow in 
arriving and less than 100 layers had 
been stacked. Usually Richardson’s 
crew stacked 130 by the same hour 
of the day. Rest periods were fre- 
quent. 

Another wagon of planks was ar- 
riving and Richardson picked up the 
jack, started out to meet it. While 
walking over to the wagon, Richard- 
son was stricken with a heart attack. 
He died almost instantly. 

e A doctor who examined the 
worker just 15 minutes after his 
death testified that coronary occlu- 
sion was the cause of death. His 
opinion: death was not accelerated 
by any accidental injury, nor were 
there symptoms suggesting that the 
death had occurred from any ab- 
normal cause. The doctor could not 
say whether carrying the 36 pound 
load brought on the coronary stop- 
page: “He could have had it while 
resting.” 

From the evidence, the court found 
that Richardson’s work on the day 
of his death was easier than custom- 
ary; he did not stumble or strike 
anything while approaching the 
wagon, and the fall itself was not 
traumatically serious. 


® To hold that an employer is 
liable for the death of an employee 
simply because he dies within the 
hours of his employment while en- 
gaged in his usual occupation with- 
out the intervention of an unusual 
happening brought about by the risk 
or hazard created by the employ- 
ment, said the court, would be plac- 
ing a liability upon the employer 


which, in effect, would be changing 
workmen’s compensation into health, 
sickness, and life insurance. 


Claim disallowed.

Office Worker Tangled 
With Revolving Door 


For Miss Lewis, charity did not 
begin at home. 

She worked as secretary to one of 
the commissioners on the Michigan 
Workmen’s Compensation Commis- 
sion. Except during her lunch hour, 
she was busy all day long typing 
letters and reports dealing with 
nothing but workmen’s compensa- 
tion cases. 

It was on one of these lunch hours 
that she met with injury. She had 
finished her morning’s work and 
was on her way out of the State of- 
fice building in Lansing, when she 
fell in the revolving doors. 

@ She claimed compensation but 
the court turned her down. An em- 
ployee, the court said, is not in the 
scope of his employment while on a 
regularly scheduled lunch hour un- 
less he is performing a mission for 
his employer during that time. 

Unfortunately for Miss Lewis, she 
was on her way to eat lunch and 
nothing more. She had no further 
duties to perform until she was 
scheduled to return one hour later. 

Claim disallowed.

Was Heat Stroke 
A Job Risk? 


THE TEMPERATURE IN Wilson, Okla- 
homa, was hovering around the 100 
degree mark on July 18, 1951. And 
it had been that hot for quite a few 
days. Orvil Denney, a construction 
worker, was out in this weather 
shoveling gravel into a wheelbarrow 
and hauling the loads to a concrete 
mixer. 

July 16 was his first day on the 
job. About 2:00 in the afternoon he 
told his foreman he felt ill and quit

for the day. He worked the follow- 
ing two days, but about 4:00 o’clock 
on July 18 he complained again 
about not feeling well. He rested in 
the shade a couple of times. The last 
time he tried to get up, he fell. A 
doctor was called, and after exam- 
ining Denney, sent him to the hos- 
pital. He was dead on arrival. Cause 
of death: heat stroke. 

@ On her claim for compensation 
for her son’s death, Denney’s mother 


was faced with the question of 
whether the death arose from the 
job itself. Both the doctor who ex- 
amined Denney where he fell and 
the doctor who diagnosed the cause 
of death at the hospital concurred 
that heat stroke did it, but neither 
said that the type of work Denney 
did made him more susceptible to 
heat stroke. 

The rule in Oklahoma regarding 
heat stroke, lightning, and other 
similar matters requires that the lo- 
cation of the deceased’s work expose 
him to the danger in a greater de-

Windblown Worker 
Hurt In Fall 


Mrs. LEoLA ARRINGTON was em- 
ployed by The Santander, an apart- 
ment hotel in Ashbury Park, New 
Jersey. On the day of her injury, 
there was a terrible storm with 
winds reaching 80 miles per hour. 

The claimant, who lived some dis- 
tance from the hotel, started to work 
late, hoping the storm would moder- 
ate. When her bus reached the hotel, 
she alighted and walked about 40 
feet toward the entrance. She 
claimed she was about four feet 
from the door when a gust of wind 
caught her and threw her to the 
ground, injuring her. 

A hospital record and a witness 
for the hotel stated that Mrs. Arring- 
ton was on the curb when the force 
of the wind threw her to the ground. 

e The hotel contended that no 
compensation should be paid since: 
(1) the accident occurred on a pub- 
lic highway, not at the place of em- 
ployment; (2) it resulted from the 
forces of nature—Mrs. Arrington’s 
risk of injury was no greater than 
that run by everyone else. 

As to where the injury actually 
took place, the court found the evi- 
dence offered by the claimant was 
more credible: she was actually on 
the hotel’s premises when the wind 
threw her to the ground. On the 
hotel’s second contention, the court 
found that the claimant was sub- 
jected to a greater risk than others 
that day since the entrance to the 
hotel was a place of peculiar danger: 
the wind blew off the ocean and the 
Santander was not far from the 
ocean; that the area around a build- 
ing ten stories high, as the Santander 
was, is subjected to strange eddies and 
a more forceful wind than where the 
wind is unobstructed. 


Claim allowed.

asked compensation for permanent 
injury and disfigurement. 

® Virginia law provides for com- 
pensation for “marked disfigurement 
of the head or face resulting from an 
injury which will impair the future 
usefulness or occupational oppor- 
tunities of the employee.” 

Stephens testified that he had a 
high school and business college 
education; that prior to the accident 
he worked for a firm in a job which 





constantly brought him in contact 
with the public; and that at present 
he was employed as a salesman— 
which brought him in daily contact 
with the public. Four of the five 
teeth which Stephens lost were front 
teeth. His dentist had to remove 
four more in order to make the 
proper type of removable bridge. 

A letter from Stephens’ dentist 
stated that the loss of the teeth re- 
sulted in a marked disfigurement, 
which has been alleviated by the 
bridge.

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employer’s attorney whether—when 
interviewed for his job as salesman 
—the interviewer indicated in any 
way that he would not be acceptable 
because he had false front teeth. 
Stephens replied, “I don’t imagine 
he knew it.” 

Loss of teeth alone is not enough, 
said the court. The disfigurement 
which results from such a loss must 
also impair the future usefulness or 
occupational opportunities. Stephens 
did not in any way show that his 
future was impaired. On the con- 
trary, the evidence indicated that he 
had no trouble obtaining an even 
better job than he had at the time 
of his injury. 

Claim disallowed.

Can You Collect Twice 
For One Injury? 


SOMETIMES AN EMPLOYEE tries to 
collect compensation twice for the 
same injury. Sometimes he can do 
it. Henry J. Sorenson tried. 

Sorenson, a resident of Minneapolis, 
was employed by a Minneapolis con- 
cern to do construction work in 
Minot, North Dakota. The construc- 
tion company had its principal office 
in Minneapolis and the contract of 
employment was made in that office. 

Sorenson, injured on his job in 
North Dakota, brought an action un- 
der the North Dakota laws for com- 
pensation. He was awarded $3,116- 
.72. A couple of years later he filed 
a claim with the Minnesota indus- 
trial commission for compensation 
on the same accident. 


® The question facing the court was 
whether an award by North Dakota 
to a Minnesota resident working in 
North Dakota for a Minnesota com- 
pany bars an additional award by 
Minnesota for the same injury. 

The Minnesota Supreme Court’s 
answer: a Minnesota resident work- 
ing for a Minnesota firm is entitled 
to take advantage of the more liberal 
provisions in the Minnesota act, with 
credit given the amount the claimant 
has already received. 

Under the Minnesota law, where 
both the employer and employee are 
citizens of the state, and the contract 
of employment is made in the state, 
the employee may recover compen- 
sation in Minnesota for an injury 
outside the state; but the amount of 
any award received from another 
jurisdiction must be deducted from 
the Minnesota award. Sorenson, un- 
der the Minnesota law, was entitled 
to $5,653.80. 
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Deducting the amount already re- 
covered in North Dakota, Sorenson 
was allowed $2,537.08 from the Min- 


nesota court. 
Sorenson v. Standard Construction Com- 
pany: Supreme Court of Minnesota, No- 
vember 14, 1952. (55 N.W. 2d 630) 


Injured While 
Donating Free Work 


A MAN Is IN THE SCOPE of his em- 
ployment when he is: 1) engaged in 
doing something for the benefit of 
his employer; 2) at a time he might 
reasonably be expected to be at 
work. This obviously includes the 
time during which he is being paid. 
But how about a man who is injured 
on a day when he is donating his 
time to his employer? 

Clarence O. Smith, a carpenter 
worked for the First Church of the 
Brethren several days a week on an 
hourly basis. Usually on Saturdays— 
and sometimes on other days—-he 
did the same work without pay. On 
these days Smith donated his ser- 
vices. He had no understanding with 
the church as to the number of days 
he should work for nothing. 

Smith was injured on one of these 
Saturdays. If Smith was within the 
scope of his employment on the days 
he worked for nothing, he is entitled 
to compensation for his injury; oth- 
erwise, he’s out of luck. 

© The court held that there must 
be a clear understanding between 
Smith and the church that in addi- 
tion to the work for which he was 
paid, Smith would be furnishing his 
services gratis on other days. There 
was no clear evidence that part of 
his duties was to donate services on 
certain days of the week, and thus 
the injury did not occur within the 
scope of Smith’s employment. 

Claim disallowed.

Actually Degeneration

He 
claimed that he was able to use the 
leg in a normal manner until the 
next day when while lifting another 
case of beer, he felt the leg snap. 

Brown’s doctor testified that it 
could have happened just that way. 
He found the original fracture to be 
impacted at the base of the neck of 
the femur. The fragments became 
enmeshed. With such a break it is 
possible that the person would feel 
no effect and suffer little or no pain. 
The lifting of another beer case the 
following day could cause a loosen- 
ing of the fragments and the snap of 
the bone which Brown experienced. 

e But the employer dug up rec- 
ords to show that Brown did not 
deliver beer to the drug store on 
September 3: the only time he made 
such a delivery was on August 9— 
almost a month before. Another 
doctor testified for the employer that 
Brown was undergoing treatment 
for syphilis at the time of the frac- 
ture, and that Brown had a medical 
record of syphilis. 

e The employer’s doctor went on 
to explain that it would have been 
impossible for a man having an im- 
pacted fracture of the femur to work 
for almost a month delivering heavy 
cases of beer, climbing on and off a 
truck, and driving. The doctor un- 
equivocally stated that what Brown 
suffered on September 4, was a 
pathological fracture of the femur 
caused by the degeneration of the 
bone from the syphilitic condition. 

The court favored the employer’s 
contentions and said that when 
medical theories conflict, the ques- 
tion is one for the industrial com- 
mission to determine. So long as 
the finding is consistent with either 
theory and supported by competent 
evidence, it will be upheld.

To flush your larger pipes (risers, 
feed mains, cross mains) attach 2%” 
hose gate-valves to the extreme ends 
of the lines. You can usually get 
such valves from the manifold of 
fire pumps or hose standpipes. At- 
tach a length of fire hose without a 
nozzle to these valves. The hose can 
be kept from kinking and a maxi- 
mum flow assured by installing the 
valve at the end of the main with 
the discharge end looking down. Be 


careful to attach the valves and hose 
so that no excessive strain will be 
placed on the threaded pipe and fit- 
tings. Support your hose line prop- 
erly. If you need a greater flow use 
a siamese with two hose lines. 

If there’s a danger of trouble recur- 
ring, it’s a smart idea to leave a 2” 
capped nipple at the ends of the 
cross mains to make it easier to 
flush pipes the next time. As a 
matter of fact, sprinkler rules now 
require that a flushing connection 
be provided at the end of each main 
ending in 1%” or larger pipe which

distributes to branch lines. 

Flush your branch lines in any 
order you wish, but remember: 
draw water through only clean feed 
and cross mains. If your tests 
through several branch lines near 
the end of a cross main show they 
are clean, forget about flushing the 
rest of the remaining branch lines 
on that cross main—they’ll probably 
be clean, too. When you flush the 
branch lines, hammering on the 
pipes will help release the obstruc- 
tions. 

You may not be able to keep fine 
material from re-entering the sprink- 
ler system over a period of years; 
but if you take the following pre- 
cautions, the coarser materials will 
be eliminated and blockage will be 
reduced: 

1) Make sure your installation 
contract includes a clause that allnew 
newly-completed jobs will be left 
free of obstructions and test-flushed. 
It’s a good idea to watch the con- 
tractor flush new underground 
mains through hydrants. Also watch 
him flush supply mains to sprinkler 
risers before they are connected. 

2) Compel your repair crews to 
use great care in cleaning and re- 
pairing tanks and open reservoirs 
to keep material from entering pip- 
ing. 

3) Examine the condition of fire 
pump suctions and screens periodic- 
ally. If foreign materials are being 
drawn through the suction fire 
pump, you should consider the fol- 
lowing corrective steps: replace the 
defective and inadequate screens; 
install a strainer in the suction line 
near the pump; use revolving 
screens which are cleaned mechan- 
ically; move the intake into deeper 
or cleaner water. Where the suc- 
tion water contains sand or other 
suspended material you will have to 
use filtration or a large settling 
basin. 

4) Keep your dry-pipe systems 
on the driest air source that can be 
supplied to your compressor. Avoid 
too-frequent pumping by keeping 
the system tight. When you trip- 
test your dry-pipe valves, first 
throttle the main control valve so 
only a small amount of water will 
be admitted that can be carried off 
by the drain. 

5) You may expect your dry-pipe 
system to form pipe scale again, so 
it’s a good idea to re-check the dry- 
pipe system each year.

ditioning completely independent 
of factory cooling demands. It eli- 
minates transfer of factory noise to 
the offices. All of the air condition- 
ing equipment is located in a 20 x 30 
ft. room. 

In determining the size of equip- 
ment necessary, the engineering 
company that designed and installed 
the system took into account the 
heat from electric lights, power 
driven machinery and people. This 
amounted to 73,500 watts of electric 
power and 125 people. 50,000 cubic 
feet per minute of conditioned air 
was provided through the factory 
duct system. The refrigeration load 
is 115 tons in the factory and 13 
tons in the office. Each ton is equal 
to 200 b.t.u. per minute. 

To Bailey, it looks like the results 
of air-conditioning more than pay. 
If you plan installation of a system 
the costs will probably be greater in 
an old building, less in a building 
that is started from scratch.

During 
the summer months this control was 
in use about two-thirds of the time.

e An economizing control on the 
outside air supply: Dampers con- 
trolling ducts for outside and re- 
circulated air are interlocked so all 
cooling is done with outside air 
when its temperature is below 65° 
F. Varying quantities are brought 
in and mixed with the 77° F. recir- 
culated air from the shop. The 
quantity is controlled automatically 
to give a predetermined mixed-air 
temperature. Tied in with this 
damper arrangement is an exhaust 
system capable of removing 30,000 
cfm whenever the system goes 100% 
on outside air.

the shaft or opening is in another 
state. They are not covered under 
the act. 

e Statutory defenses to compensa- 
tion claims are the three in the 
basic act plus: wilfull disobedience 
of a safety regulation; wilfull failure 
to use a safety device; injury incur- 
red while in the commission of a 
misdemeanor or felony. The courts 
often by-pass this last defense on 
the grounds that the offense com- 
mitted was not the proximate cause 
of the injury. For example, in Hayes 
Freight Lines v. Martin (119 Ind. 
App. 97), a truck driver failed to 
stop at a railroad crossing when the 
train had whistled. His injury, how- 
ever, had nothing to do with the 
misdemeanor he committed, and 
compensation was awarded. Another 
instance: in Rushville School Town- 
ship v. Mock (86 Ind. App. 307) a 
school-bus driver who, while driv- 
ing an empty bus, failed to stop for 
a rail crossing, was not barred from 
compensation, the theory being that 
the statute requiring such a stop 
was for the protection of the school 
children, not the driver. And an 
employee who rode an elevator hoist 
in violation of a safety regulation, 
Kuhner Packing Co. v. Hitchens (97 
Ind. App. 227), was awarded com- 
pensation, since the regulation was 
part of the building code designed 
to be enforced against the employer, 
not the employee. This was true 
even though the statutes say that 
refusal to obey a reasonable rule of 
the employer which was conspicu- 
ously posted was an employer’s de- 
fense to an award. 

e Occupational diseases may be com- 
pensated for as long as there is a 
direct connection with the condi- 
tions under which the work is per- 
formed and the disease itself. 

e Joint employers of the same in- 
jured employee are liable for com- 
pensation in proportion to the wages 
they pay to the worker. The em- 
ployer is penalized 100% on the 
compensation award for the illegally 
employed minor.

workers and not in the employer’s 
usual business. This last exemp- 
tion caused the Iowa Supreme Court 
to comment most eloquently on 
whether the running of a church is 
a business. A worker was injured 
in the construction of a church. 
Since the employment persisted 
for a considerable length of time; 
it could not qualify as casual. 
The usual exemption clause de- 
mands that to deny compensation, 
the employment be both casual and 


not in the employer’s business. 

Nevertheless, the court, Gardner v. 

Trustees of M. E. Church (217 Iowa 

1930), said: 
“To claim that a church has no 
business is the height of absurdity. 
The greatest business in this 
Christian nation is that conducted 
by its churches. That it is not con- 
ducted for pecuniary gain makes 
it none the less a business.”

... Is the first state covered in this 
series which limits compensation 
coverage to hazardous employment. 
Employers in non-hazardous work 
may, however, elect to come under 
the act. Except in mining or build- 
ing work, only those employers with 
five or more employees are covered. 
Hazardous work includes: railways, 
motor transportation lines, factories, 
mines and quarries, electrical work, 
building or engineering work, and 
employments in which explosives 
on inflammables are used. 

e Along with the basic defenses, the 
employer may defend a claim on the 
ground that the employee wilfully 
failed to use a safety device. 

e Kansas is one of the six jurisdic- 
tions which make no provision for 
occupational diseases. 

e@ Going-and-coming: One of the 
Kansas compensation statutes says 
that injuries incurred while going 
to or coming from work is not in- 
cluded when the proximate cause of 
the injury is not the employer’s neg- 
ligence. This is the usual rule in 
most states, but rarely is it made 
part of the statutory law. Courts 
generally hold that the employee is 
not within the course of his employ- 
ment if he is injured while going 
from or coming to work. To be com- 
pensable, the injury must occur on 
the employer’s premises. To the em- 
ployee with fixed hours and a fixed 
place of work, the compensation law 
was not intended to protect him 
against all perils of the journey to 
his job. Probably the closest case 
on record along these lines is Simp- 
son v. Lee & Cady (294 Mich. 460): 
the claimant, on his way to work, 
had reached the very doorstep of 
his employer’s building, and in the 
act of reaching for the door handle, 
had actually extended his hand 
across his employer’s property line. 
At that moment he slipped on the 
ice on the public sidewalk and fell. 
An award was reversed on the 
ground that the claimant’s feet, so 
to speak, were still subject to the 
common risks of the street. 

Some courts have extended this 
basic going-and-coming rule to in- 
clude those points where the em- 
ployee was within range of dangers 
associated with the employment. 
The commonest of these is the in- 
jury which occurs off the premises 
but on the only route—or at least 
on the normal route—which em- 
ployees traverse to reach the plant.

The idea being that the hazards of 
that route become hazards of the 
employment. Other extensions of 
the rule are found when the em- 
ployee travels along or across a 
public road between two portions of 
the employer’s premises; or an in- 
jury in a public street between the 
plant and the parking lot owned by 
the employer. 

Unless the employee remains on 
the premises of the employer to eat 
his lunch, he leaves the scope of his 
employment during that period. A 
common exception: when, in addi- 
tion to having his lunch, the em- 
ployee carries out an errand for the 
employer at his direction. Then the 
employee never leaves the scope of 
his employment. 

One other exception to the basic 

going-and-coming rule is if the trip 
to and from work is made in a ve- 
hicle under the control of the em- 
ployer. An injury during such a 
trip is an injury incurred in the 
scope of the employment. The justi- 
fication is that, even though the 
employer provided this transporta- 
tion for the convenience of his 
workers—and perhaps at no cost to 
them—he has expanded the range of 
the employment.

Brief of findings so far shows biggest 
gripes were: lack of information on insurance and training 
programs; handling of promotions; high food costs in cafeter- 
ias. Questionnaired workers like the idea of the survey: 77% 
even though that some good might come as a result of it. 


FOR EMERGENCY USE, each Timken Roller Bearing Co. employee gets a card 
to take home, keep near the phone. The 4 x 5” card has two 
messages: 1) phone number to be called in case worker will 
be late or absent; 2) phone number and procedure for family 
to reach man at work. 


SAFETY SWEEPSTAKES, under way at Granite City Steel Co., will make work- 
ers in accident-free departments eligible for defense-bond 
drawing each month. Employees must file separate entry 
blanks each month. 


PAPA CAN’T GO OUT unless Mama goes with him: that’s true of many fami- 
lies. So when Rock Island Railroad wanted to stage an eve- 
ning safety rally, they combined it with a social get-together. 
More than 500 workers—plus wives—showed up, got their 
safety message and a good time too. 


TAX GRIEF IS LIGHTENED for workers at Fieldcrest Mills. The company set 
up a free tax service for all employees last month. Paychecks 
had application banks attached to give consultants a key to 
scheduling appointments well in advance of the mid-month 
deadline. 


BEST PART OF SLOGAN CONTESTS is—not the quality of entries, necessarily 
—but the fact that a lot of safety-conscious thinking goes 
with each one. Stewart-Warner’s South Wind Division runs 
an annual contest, uses winning slogan for entire following 
year. At Lederle Labs, winning slogan writers get $7.50 for 
their efforts, see their brain-children printed on covers of 
company’s matchbooks. 


BULKY SAFETY MANUALS defeat their own purpose, says H. L. Blake, 
safety director at Whitman & Barnes. So he made up a palm- 
size (3 x 4”) one containing only brief safety rules. He 
spends a full hour with new hires, explaining each rule in 
detail: last page of the booklet is a safety pledge for the reci- 
pient to sign and turn in to his foreman.

© Ina West Virginia mining town, 
men may move a piano into a church 
that doesn’t have one. It might not 
be their church, but they’ll donate 
a piano anyway. In Calcutta, a 
Hindu Boy Scout troop may parade 
in the new uniforms that Armco of- 
fice workers there have given them. 

Founder’s Day is an excellent ex- 
ample of what Armco thinks good 
human relations ought to be. But it 
wasn’t a management idea at all. 

® Here’s how it started. Armco’s 
founder was George M. Verity, a 
man who pioneered many advances 
in the field of human relations.

Two years later, Charles R. Hook, 
then president of Armco, received a 
letter signed by 23 men and one 
woman from Armco’s East Works 
plant at Middletown, Ohio. They had 
an idea they thought was pretty 
good. 

If the company didn’t mind, they 
said, they’d like to do something to 
celebrate Mr. Verity’s birthday each 
year, something that would have 
pleased him. They’d gotten together 
during lunch hour and hatched this 
plan. They were a little vague about 
what form it ought to take, but they 
were positive on one point: what- 
ever they did would have to be help- 
ful to some one. They were sure 
they didn’t want just a ceremony. 
They wanted to see that they had 
done something worthwhile. 

Hook, of course, thought the idea

providing speakers for those plants 
that want them—and lets employees 
run their own show. Small groups 
around plants and offices get to- 
gether weeks in advance and decide 
what they’re going to do. Everyone 
has his chance to suggest something. 
When they’ve decided on their good 
turn they name committees—men to 
collect money if it’s needed, others to 
make arrangements with the folks 
they’re going to help, and somebody 
to head up their particular part of 
the whole program. When April 
22nd comes, they’re all set. 

Of course, there are some informal 
ceremonies that day. In Middletown, 
where Verity lived and worked for 
most of his life, a Girl Scout troop 
pays an annual visit to his grave. 
They march out together, place a 
wreath on his grave, and say a sim- 
ple prayer. Not one of the girls 
knew Verity, but they all know who 
he was and what he did for their 
town and the Girl Scouts. 

Also at Middletown—where Arm- 
co’s largest plants are located—men 
from management, the retired old 
timers, and the independent union 
get together that day. They have 
lunch, the old timers talk about the 
years long ago when Armco was 
small and everyone knew Verity 
personally. Then management and 
union re-sign an old pledge, a pledge 
to work together in harmony during 
the next year. 

This expression of mutual good 
faith has had a great deal to do with 
Armco’s rapid growth and the fac¢ 
that its Middletown plants havé 
never been shut down by strike in 
their entire 52 year history (a un- 
ique record in the turbulent steel 
industry.) 

© Armco management works hard at 
not interfering in any way with the 
good turn activities of Founder’s 
Day, and encourages each Armco 
man and woman to do the good turn 
he chooses. But most plants do like 
some small ceremony, so manage- 
ment speakers take the day as an 
opportunity to again spell out the 
Armco philosophy of human rela- 
tions. 

There is no campaign to whip up in- 
terest and emotion. Armco’s em- 
ployee magazine, the “Arm-co-oper- 
ator,” carries reminders in its March 
issue that Founder’s Day is coming 
soon. A reminder is all that’s needed. 
Armco men and women do the rest. 

Most of what they do doesn’t rate 
eight column headlines, but it’s re- 
membered for a long time. In steel 
plants, laboratories, and sales offices 
around the world the birthday cele-

The following steps 
should have been taken to avoid the 
accident: 

1) Barricades raised completely 
around all sides of the open pit.

brations have the same personal touch as the paint-up, 
clean-up campaign at the Ohio orphanage. 

For their part, Armco executives chip in each year 
to support the Verity scholarships—which provide col- 
lege educations to high school graduates whose fathers 
are Armco men. 

After Founder’s Day has passed, “thank you” notes 
come in from all over. Most letters are from children, 
painstakingly scratched out in childish scrawls, and 
often accompanied by hand-drawn pictures colored in 
crayon. 

Word of Armco’s Founder’s Day has spread widely. 
National magazines have done special articles, radio 
networks have made broadcasts, and the idea of a “Good 
Turn Day” has been adopted elsewhere. 

e@ Good turns are contagious. Last year in Australia, 
when Armco office people there wanted to build a port- 
able iron lung, they found that all patents were held in 
the U.S. They wrote to the manufacturer for permission 
to duplicate some of his devices. The manufacturer did 
them one better: he sent complete plans and specifica- 
tions for the lung, even included a few special parts that 
would have been difficult to duplicate. “Count us in on 
the good turn too,” he said. 

Not long ago Armco received a crisp five dollar bill 
from a conductor of the New York Central railroad. 
He’d never worked for Armco but he’d heard about the 
good turns Armco men and women did on Founder’s 
Day and just wanted to help out a bit. He knew the 
money would buy its weight in good turns. It did, and 
Armco men and women are surprised again each year to 
see how much a few dollars and a little work will buy 
in good human relations. They haven’t forgotten what 
it means to be an old-fashioned good neighbor.
